most . of the other bills. But his beneficiaries 
sometimes feel that they are skimped, down to 
the last broken-backed chair and the last loaf of 
stale “punk,” and moments come when they think 
themselves no better off than they would be 
boiling their own coffee in the traditional tomata 
can beside the ties, and “mooching” meals at 
farmer’s back doors. 

But until they.can find an “angel” who will 
provide carpets and steam radiators, the hoboes 
will stick, more or less loyally to the: man who 
has warmed and fed them betimes and who has 
marshaled them into their unique organization 
and taught the public something of their life and 
their wants. 


SECRETARY GETS $1.25 WEEKLY. 


HERE is little of the care-free spirit of 
7 hobodom about the pains which — the 
brotherhood has to take, through pitiful 
economies, to keep itself going until construction 
work for its members opens up in the spring. 
The office of secretary, which pays $1.25 a week, 
has been bitterly contested, and some of the 
hoboes have insisted that no man should hold 
the supposed sinecure longer than a month at a 
time. The 26-cent daily wage allowance to the 
proprietor of the lunch stand is not begrudged, 
but the members fee] that it gives them a claim 
on all the time and culinary ability of the red- 
haired Emil. Hofer. He acts as minehost at a 
free breakfast for all the members who come for 
it, at free lunches for the officers and at meals 


He. 


in How’s absence, presented these and other 
financial details to the 60 assembled hoboes after 
rolicall. This formality was impeded by the 
absence of the secretary’s minutes. A. C. Strat- 
ton, secretary for a.month past, had feared a 
victory by the anti-How insurrectos, and had 
tried to prevent the meeting by issuing an official 
call for one week later, when he expected How 
to be back. 

Stratton, without a secretary’s book or other 
official property, sat on the lunch counter. He 
is a Connecticut Yankee with a gentle, weazened 
face like one of Denman Thompson's characters. 
Physically perhaps the frailest man in the room, 
he hardly moved an eyelash behind his iron 
spectacles as the chairman talked scoldingly of 
his “ungentlemanly conduct,” and Walsh, the 
two-fisted acting secretary, skilled in subduing 
rebellious “hunkies” on raflroad sections, glared 
at him. 

Roll call. ofncetted with some. prompting, and 
there were explanations for most of the absen- 
tees. “He’s working” was the excuse made for 
the absence of M. D. Cook. When no response 
came to the name of William Reinhart, Grow re- 
marked to the acting secretary, “That’s all right. 
Brother Reinhart’s asleep over in the. corner. 
Don’t wake him.” M. W. Mooch was the sugges- 
tive name to which a third brother answered. 

The reception of new members followed roll 
call, and Grow read parts of the preamble and 
constitution. ‘“That’s a little flowery,” he com- 
mented as he went along, “but the ideas are 
worth while.” 

Evidently the candidates for membership 
thought they were worth while, for they listened 
as intently as football players listen for signals. 
And when they were told to hold up their hands 
and take the pledge of fraternity, there was 
pathos in the eagerness with which the roughly 
clad men gathered about the chairman’s table. I 
have seen less earnestness shown in the attitude 
of converts joining a church, or of men being 
initiated into high public office, than these job- 
less and half hopeless men displayed in the “I 
will” with which they accepted their new obliga- 


tions. 
AMUSED BY NEWSPAPER REPORTS. 


OLEMNITY cannot hold sway long in’ such a

ONE MEMBER HIGHLY EDUCATED. 
NLY once did a policeman look in on the 
O meeting, and then not because he was 
needed, but merely because he chanced to 
be passing. Only one man, whom the chairman 
soothingly addressed as “Mr. Summers,” showed 
any pugnacious propensities, and he could find 
no one who wanted to fight with him. 

Grow, the chairman, an anti-Howite, took the 
result of-the balloting in none too kindly spirit. 
He is one of the few men in the company who 
objects to being classified as a hobo. He has had 
a medical and an engineering education, and his 
discourse in the chair was fluent and flawless. 
The other members say he is a nephew of the 


late Galusha A. Grow, who, they know in a gen- 
eral way, was famous in Pennsylvania and na- 


tional politics a generation ago. To me he seemed. 


the hardheaded, practical man of the gathering, 
but “King” Wilson, leader of the anti-How 
contingent, assured me that Grow, like How, was 
“Just a dreamer.” 

I had met Wilson the Sunday before at the 
brotherhood’s mass meeting in its so-called hall 
on South Third street. This room, low and un- 
lighted, and reached by a stairway that was little 
better than a ladder, held not less than 300 men 
that Sunday afternoon. Half of them had over- 
coats, perhaps one-fourth wore neckties. 

The first thing that surprises a visitor to the 
hobo gatherings is their orderliness. The chair- 
man that Sunday was an old man, whose chief 
hobby is the founding of a home’ for the aged, 
and the principal speaker’s address on “New 
Zealand” was as dgy as the Southern Hotel bar, 
a couple of blocks away. There was nothing to 
restrain the men present from any sort of a 
demonstration they might have wished to make. 
That number of college students, or shipping 
clerks, or’ politicians, with no more to interest 
them, would have been uncontrollable. But the 
brotherhood’s guests simply sat still and paid at- 
tention.

~ARIZONA’S CONSTITUTION. 

Arizona’s inclusion in her new Constitution of 
the recall for application to judicial officers is 
regarded by Washington antiquarians in law as 
revolutionary, unrepublican and, to quote the 
Washington Post, as “subversive of the spirit of 
American institutions.” President Taft, we hear, 
will never consent to it. Senator Lodge is inex- 
pressibly shocked. Congiess is being urged to 
keep Arizona out in the cold, and it wouldn’t 
be surprising if troops were sent to Phoenix to 
coerce a little sense into the crude persons who 
conduct Arizona affairs. 

The “initiative and the referendum” which 
came out of Kansas just before the recall was 
born, are bad enough, heaven knows. But “seen 
too oft, familiar with their face,” most of us, in- 
cluding Senator Lodge, have come to pity and 
some to embrace. At least these twin things ure 
no longer too awful to contemplate. Nine states, 
including staid old Maine, have taken them in off 
the doorstep. But the recall] is not yet respect- 
able. It is popular only in a few cities and only 
with the unrecalled in them. Any State, however, 
could adopt it without danger of being kicked 
out of the Union and without much danger of 
being charged with assaulting our sacred insti- 
tutions. 

As a matter of fact the “recall” is merely an 
extreme step toward dominant democracy. It 
doesn’t influence government either ‘toward or 
away from the republican form guaranteed to 
each State by the Federal Constitution. It is no 
more a variation of government than that be- 
tween Massachusetts, which appoints judges, and 
Missouri, which elects them. 

But to Arizona it is sought to deny member- 
ship in the Union because its people have de 
cided in favor-of a plan which any State could 
adopt tomorrow if it chose. Like every other 
State Arizona will have to work out its own 
destiny within the prescribed limits and‘ nothing 
could be more absurd than to start it on its 
course by withholding the sovereign right, which 
every State possesses, to try experiments, no mat- 
ter how novél or foolish. 
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Standard Of] and Joe Bailey are both for tort. 
mer. But then it is not the first time they have 


lined up together. 


MOTHERS WANT GOOD ROADS. 

The Good Roads Committee of the Mothers’ 
Congress is urging the passage of a bill for the 
improvement of Missouri highways, and presents 
some excellent reasons ‘for ecu: in this di- 
rection. 

The exodus to the cities, which is robbing the 
country districts of the State of the young men 
is also causing the young women to migrate. 
And one of the ills from which both are flying is 
the condition of the country roads. A few days 
ago a:farmer’s daughter was found wandering in 
Kansas City. On being questioned she said she 
had been seeking work for two days. She had 
feft a good home to come to the city, because “it 
was too lonesome out there; the roads were so 
bad we could®’t go anywhere.” 

If the farmét’s son has a grudge against bad 
roads, the farmer’s daughter is in a worse case. 
And visits to the large cities naturally result in 
comparisons regarding the difference in ability 
to get about, to the advantage of the city with 





tits finished streets and boulevards, with the sav- 


ing of time, labor and worry. 

The mothers point out that it is of little use 
to provide good school houses, churches and 
other institutions that make country life pleas- 
ant and profitable, if the roads are so bad that 
for a large part of the year they are practically 
inaccessible. The social] side of country life can 
never compare with what the city offers, until the 
same means of communication are equal. 

It is because the Missouri mothers wish to make 
life better for their children that they have 
taken up this subject. The legislators will surely 
comply with their demands.

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THE TRAMP’S TURN NEXT. 

It is 18 years since Gov. Llewellyn of Kansas 
made a special plea for the tramp, in the panic 
of 1893 when the army of the unemployed was 
swelled to an unprecedented degree. The page 
in last. Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, relating the exper- 
iences of Edwin’ A. Brown, a wealthy citizen of 
Denver who has studied the tramp problem by 
tramping all over the courtry for years, shows 
that many American cities still treat the wan- 
dering hobo and social wreck in the vile, medieval 
fashion, without any attempt to reform him. 

‘Dayton, O., says Mr. Brown, dumps its unfortu- 








| nates into an old police station so vile that it is 


famous. He might have said infamous. The City 
Lodging House at Washington, administered by 
the National Government, is shunned by every 
homeless man who has learned its reputation 
from his fellows. Philadelphia, {t is said, starves 
these already half starved members of the hu- 
man family. Refined and wealthy Boston treats 
hoboes with extreme roughness and brutality. 
And 8t. Louis lodges homeless men in the same 
manner as she does criminals. 

But there are signs of change. Toledo, O., un- 
der Mayor Brand Whitlock, is building a tramp 
station the object of which is the attempted 
permanent reform of even apparently hopeless 
men and women. Cleveland’s (Ohio) Chief of Po- 
lice, Fred Kohler, having followed the example of 
“Golden Rule Jones” in applying humane methods 
to lawbreakers and outcasts, has received an in- 
vitation to go to Los Angeles and inaugurate a 
similar system there. New York has a prison 
association, formed of prominent men and wom- 
en, which has been highly successful in the work 
of redemption. And the news comes that Home 
Secretary Churchill of England proposes a whole- 
sale reform in the prison system there, the in- 
tention being for the State to devote itself to the 
reclaiming of discharged prisoners, many of 
whom, under the present treatment, become 
tramps. 

There is a difference of opinion regarding the 
proportion of the floating unemployed population 
that is not industrially hopeless. But even in re- 
gard to the chronic tramp, the modern demand is 
for humane treatment.

THE JONES CASE. 

The offer of Circuit Attorney Jones to stand 
aside and permit the appointment of a special 
prosecutor in the Garen case can not be regarded 








recommendation of a nolle pros. and to order a 
special prosecution resides in Judge Taylor. The 
action of Mr. Jones merely simplifies the situa- 
tion. It clears the way for prémpt effective ‘ac- 
tion on the part of Judge Taylor or for the At- 
torney-General to take charge under the Gov- 
ernor’s orders. 

There is no objection to an investigation of his 
official conduct and of the record of his office by 
the Bar Association, which the Circuit Attorney 
invites. An investigation of that kind would be 
wholly voluntary and unofficial on the part of 
the association. It might or might not decide 
anything except the ethical character of the Cir- 
cult Attorney’s conduct. ‘It does not cover the 
necessities of the case from the standpoint of 
actual official wrongdoing, should any exist, 

If there is occasion for official interference in 
the prosecution of criminals or of investigation 
to determine whether or not there has been, 
wrongdoing of any kind fn the Circuit Attorney’s 
office Gov. Hadley cannot shift his official re- 
sponsibility as chief executive, to the shoulders 
of the Bar Association. He must take legal ac- 
tion. What is to be done in the Healy case which 
has been long delayed under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances?

Stilwell, the Kansas C:ty financier, 
suggests in his new book, “Universal” Peace,” 
which is reviewed in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
that the United States might save many millions 
annually by paying three strong nations, say 
England, Germariy and Japan, $50,000060 apiece 
as a premium against war.

If the stand-patters in the United States Senate 
suffer from coereion, as they assert, it is not 
due te the President but to the people. Coercion 
is hardly the correct term to apply to orderly 
expressions of the public will, but they are likely 
to amount to that eventually in the cases of those 
who obstruct or disobey them. 

On a platform interpreted by him as promising 
a revision of the tariff downward, Mr. Taft was 
elected in 1908 by a plurality of 1,269,804. His 
majority over all was 469,374. In spite of the 
party pledge, the Congress elected with Mr. Taft 
revised the tariff. upward so far as the cost of 
living is concerned.

LONDON, Feb. .8.—Lord Robald Gower, the 
ertistic uncle of the Duke of Sutherland and the 
author of ‘several books, figured strangely in a 
mysterious lawsuit this week. He had repudi- 
ated a claim for $50,000 made by a firm of stock 
‘brokers for securities which they contended his 
representatives had ordered but which he deemed 
worthless. 

Gower, who is 66 years old, is a peculiar man. 
He divides his time between Florence and Lon- 
don, but lives a submerged life, never taking the 
social positioh to which he is entitled. 

Francis Shackleton, who as a member of the 
Irigh College of Heralds, was mixed up in the 
Dublin Castle crown jewels scandal, was origin- 
ally introduced to Gower by the former's brother, 
a famous arctic explorer, Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
who, however, had nothing whatever to do with 
this suit. 

IN CROWN JEWELS SCANDAL. 

When the crown jewels scandal came out, Fran- 
cis Shackleton, who had gained absolute ascend- 
ency over Lord Gower, and had lost his post as 
Dublin Herald, went to live with Gower, 
and in two years, Gower's’ entire for- 
tune of $350,000 was gone, Gower had 
given Shackleton power of attorney and the firm 
of stock brokers contended that it entitled them 
to accept Shackleton’s orders for Gower. 

Lord Gower had to sell his house in Kent: and 
now is living on a back road in Hampstead on a 
Small’ allowance meade by his uncle, the Duke of 
Sutherland. 

Shackleton, who was not called to the witness 
stand because of his serious illness, took a house 
on, Park Lane, kept automobiles and lived luxuri- 
ously without any visible means of support except 
control of Lord Gower’s money. 
| THE MYSTERIOUS “ADOPTED SON.” 

Lord Gower has an “adopted son” named Hird, 
whe has lived with him 13 years. He testified 
that Lord Gower, Shackleton and he were “on 
affectionate terms,” signing letters to each other 
“yours affectionately,” while Lord Gower ad- 
dressed Shackleton ag “dear old foosle.” 

Like “all members of the Duke of Sutherland's 
family; Lord Gower had free quarters at the great 
family town mansion, Stafford House. The 
butler testified that Shackleton had access to 
‘Gower's rooms there at a)! times and often called 
to take away Gower’s letters. 

On the witness stand Lord Gower disclaimed 
any knowledge of business and confessed to being 
wholly in Shackleton’s power, but offered no ex- 
planation of how Scackleton got that power. 
Eventnally judgment was given against Gower 
who, at the end of his life, is a ruined man.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Henry. James has just let ity 
be known that Du Maurier owed his brilliant, debut } 
as an author to the insistence of Janfes that the | 
artist himself should write :“Trilby” instead of 
turning data over to a literary man. 

Du Maurier tried to get James to write the stdry. 
He told him the plot in detail and begged him to 
write it, promising to supply the illustrations. ; 
James insisted that the artist should write it 
himself in his own way, and finally refused flatly 
,to take the plot, declaring that it waa. too valu-7T 
able a gift to accept. 

Under this influence Du Maurier began to write 
without the slightest attempt at literary style, 
and told in simple language the story of Trilby, 
accomplishing one of the most astounding liter- 
ary successes of modern times. 

The most ardent admirers of James agree that 

the distinguished author did well for, the literary 
world in declining the plot’ and practically force | 
ing Du Maurier to write his own story, for, written 
by James, “Trilby” would have moved on and off 
the literary stage with merely incidental ap 
plause. It was not his kind of a gory, ahd was 
best told in the simple, unpretending language of 
Dv Maurier.

DOCTOR OF SMILE: 
JURY GIVES $3800 


He -Also Was Unable to Eat 
Soup or to Smoke Cigars 
After Automobile Accident. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 18.—Inability’ 


to smile properly, to eat soup with any 
degree of comfert and being embar- 
rassed because of his unusual appear- 
ance were the symptoms described by 
Dr. George W. Dobbin, in the Court of 
Common Pleas today as some of the re- 
sults of his injuries from the collision 
between the physician’s automobile and 
a machine driven by E. Holmes Bay. 

The doctor askeé $25,000 damages. A 
verdict for $8800 was awarded. 

In describing the distress following a 
fracture of the skull and brain dis- 
orders, Dr. Dobbin said: 


“I could not laugh properly. When I 
was amused, one side of my face would 
smile while the other side—the collapsed } 
side—would not. This made me look | 
very funny.’”’ 

“So you could laugh only on the wrong 
side of your face?’’ “commented Lawyer 
Colton. 

“Such a condition was very embar- 
rassing,”” continued Dr. Dobbin, “but 
there were even more substantial trou- 
bles. I could not eat soup, for instance. 
For if I put it in one side of my mouth 
it had a tendency to run out of the oth- 
er. 

‘“‘My appearance, too, was not flatter- 
ing. One side of my face was collapsed 
and it made me look grotesque. I could 
not use my mouth, either, to*hold a 
cigar, which was another deprivation 
and embarrassment.’’ 

In the accident the physician was 
badly hurt and was a long time uncon- 
scious. He declared that he had been 
deprived for five months of his income, 
which everaged $12,000 a year, or $5000 
for the period of idleness. 


TEAS TO COME IN 
NATURAL COLORS 


New Government Regulation In- 
terdicts Artificial Tinting of 


Imported Leaves. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Popular brands 
ol low-priced teas will don a motley 
garb after May 1, accord?!ng to whole- 
salers and importers. After that date, 
according to Government direction, no 
more artificially colored teas can be im- 
ported and as a result many of the teas 
which have appeared in beautiful green 
tints for 100 years or more will come 
in hereafter in hues of brown, yellow 
and plait green. 

According to a statement from the fm- 
porters’ association, “the trade all over 
the country is unanimous fin abproving 
the new regulation. Green teas will still 
be green, but the color will be more 
natural. The artificial coloring hereto- 
fore used by the Chinese. to emphasize 
the greenness of their product and to 
impart a uniform color and gloss to 
the leaves, a harmiess dye, will be elim- 
inated. 

‘The general public here knows very 
little about tea: America is not a great 
tea-drinking nation. The per capita 
consumption is only one pound a year, 
whereas in Canada it is six pounds and 
ir Great Britain nearly seven. Tea is 
popular all over Europe because of its 
economy. A 650-cent pound of tea 
will provide at least 250 cups of gener- 
ous strength, while a 25-cent pound of 
coffee, the American beverage, is good 
for not more than thirty cups.”

The price offeggs has fallen so in 
St, Louis that country fresh eggs can 
be had in the retail market for 17% 
cents a dozen. 

An anomalous situation has arisen 
in consequence. Many buyers are re- 
fusing to believe that it is so, and are 
either refusing to take eggs at all 
or else are insisting on pay- 
a  thigher price than is 
asked. Grocers. and other deal- 
ers who are cutting the price on 
eggs are wroth over the condition of 
affairs. The manager of a big down- 
town grocery store says that the 
dealerg are being put in a false light 
by the low prices. This man said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I saw an interview in a newspaper 
in which the man said that anyone 
who advertised fresh country eggs 
under 20 cents a dozen was perpe- 
trating a fake. That is absolutely 
false. 

“I think it very possible that eggs 
are being sold at 12% cents a dozen, 
retail, in St. Joseph. It is not. nor- 
mal price, however. The probability 
is that someone started to cut the 
price for advertising purposes and 
others began to follow. Storage eggs 
can be had in St. Louis for 12 cents 
retail.” 

Eggs Are Guaranteed. 
-As @ consequence of the distrust 
over the low prices of eggs many re- 
tall dealers are finding it necessary 
to give suarantees. Some grocers 
charge 26 cents a dozen for strictly 
fresh country eggs, guaranteed. 

If any egg of the guaranteed dozen 
is found stale it is'returned to the 
dealer and exchanged for“a new one, 
also guaranteed. 

A year ago fresh egsg were selling 


a dozen. Now they are 15 .cents a 
dozen, wholesale. Storage eggs com- 
manded 22 cents in the wholesale 
market a year ago. Now they can 
be had for 7 or 8 cents a dozen. | 

“Storage eggs are becoming obso- 
lete,” says F. W. Brockman, commis- 
sion merchant, “and we are not quot- 
ing prices on them.” 

The prices on spring chicken, hens| 
and turkeys, are about what they 
were @ year ago. 

James W. Corcoran, head of the 
Corcoran Produce Co. says that 
prices on all fruits and produce are 
much lower than a year ago with the 
exception of apples. 

Pricen to Go Lower. 

“Prices ought to continue about 
the same as they are now until May,” 
said Corcoran. “They should be low- 
er in May and continue lower until 
the late summer because during that 
time we will be marketing home 
products.” 

Parsnips are selling wholesale for 
40 cents, bushel box, just one-half 
of last year’s price. White turnips 
selling’ at $2 per barrel, wholesale, 
are the same as @ year ago. 

Fresh tomatoeg are selling whole- 
sale at $3 a crate (six baskets of 
half a peck each), @ reduction of 25 
per cent on last year’s price. 

Lettuce Drops 100 Per Cent. 

Lettuce is $1.60 a hamper (two 
bushels), 100 per cent reduction in 
the wholesale: price of a year ago. 
Thére has been a tremendous reduc-

John Moore and George A. Currier, 


president and vice-president, respec- 


tively, of the Gregmore Orchard Co., 
have given bonds to appear in the 
United States district court during 
the May term to answer indictments 
charging the use of mails to defraud. 

Both men live at Clayton but do 
business in St. Louis. Moore, is 
southwestern agent of the General 
Fire Extinguisher Co. and the Grin- 
Sensitive Automatic Sprinkler 
Currier was formerly connected 
the Baffin Bay Beach Improve- 

Co. and thw Rock Island 
Pacific Improvement Co, They 
were indicted on January 27, but 
the action of the grand jury did not 
become known until Moore offered 
bond yesterday . 

Offices Raided. 

Their indictment followed a raid upon 
the handsomely appointed offices of the 
Gregmore Orchard Co, in the Frisco 
Building on Dec. 21. Vice-Presiden? 
Currier was seated at his desk when 
Deputy. Marshal E. E. Whitworth and 
Postoffice Inspector J. S. Swenson ap- 
peared with a warrant issued by United 
States Commissioner Atkins. Marshal 
Whitworth placed Currier under arrest, 
while Swenson scooped up books and lit- 
erature of the concern which were 
used as evidence before the grand jury. 

Complaints reached the postoffice in- 
spectors through William E. Whittle- 
man, 114 East *Salu street, Upper AIl- 
ton, Ill.y who alleged he had been vic- 
timized. The grand jurors, in returning 
the indictment, specified the testimony 
of Whittleman and others unknown to 
the jurors as a basis for the charge. 


Fraud Is Charged. 
The indictment: alleges The obtaining 


of money falsely and by misrepresenta- 
tion, 

It is alleged that Moore and Currier, 
officers and principal stockholders, is- 
sued pamphlets declaring the company, 
@ corporation, owned 1600 acres of 
ground in Howell County, Mo. This 
tract, it was claimed, was divided into 
five-acre tracts for orchard purposes, at 
700 an acre. It was further alleged 
that the company was clearing, plow- 
ing and planting the best commercial 
fruit trees and caring for their propa- 
gation under scientific methods. 

The claim was made that the com- 
pany would market the fruit for six 
years for the purchasers, and in the 
meantime a clubhouse was being erect- 
ed on the grounds for the benefit of the 
company’s customers. A canning fac-| 
tory, cider mill and fruit drier were 
other adjuncts of the vast tract, all of 
which were in course of construction 
and to be used for the benefit of cli- 
ents. 

Ali the claims of the promoters are 
alleged by the Government men to 
have been false. The postoffice in- 
spectors declared the company did 
not own the Howell County tract; 
that it was mortgaged to the extent 
of $25,000, which was more than the 
property was worth: They declared 
the place was not being‘ plowed or 
prepared for fruit trees as was al- 
leged, and that the $5000 clubhouse 
was a myth. 

Both Give Bonds. 

After his arrest Currier gave bond 
for $2000. John H. Vette went his 
surety. Claude E. Vrooman, a real 
estate man, signed Moore’s bond. In- 
spector Swenson told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the company had re- 
ceived about $6000 from the sale of 
Orchard lands according to the books 
of of the ¢ concern,

‘pal Assembly, ending March 31, an or- 
dinance recommended by the Public 
Gervice Commission in its report on the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., by 
which the rate charged for electricity 
per kilowatt hour will be lowered from 
@n average of 12 cents to 9% cents, and 
the meter deposit abolished. 

Chairman Russell of the House com- 
mittee appointed to consider the report, 
which was submitted Friday night, said 
yesterday that he would call a public 
meeting this week, probably Friday, for 
expressions of opinion about the bill. 
The bill. was drawn by the commission 
and submitted in the printed pamphlet 
with the report. 

Russell said he favored prompt ac- 
tion on the measure, and Councilman 
Schutz, a leader in that branch of the 
Assembly, expressed the same senti- 
ment. Delegate Igoe, a member of the 
House committee, agreed with them. 

It’ was chiefly through the efforts of 
the Post-Dispatch that the commission 
came into being and took up its inves- 
tigation of public utility rates in St. 
Louis. 

Company WIll Contest. 

The commission’s report, returned aft-- 
er’ 18 months. of investigation, was a 
- Gisappointment -to officials of the light- 
ing monopoly, and Alten S. Miller, gen- 
eral manager of Union Electric, said a 
contest would be made, in the Assembly 
and in the courts, against lowering the 
rates.

Clifford B. Allen, president of the

But it cannot go 
back of whatever unsworn state- 
ments the witnesses choose to make

Major Cannot Act, 

Avegislators and officials at Jeffer- 
gon City, according to press dis- 
patches, commenting on Jones’ state- 
ment after his conference with Gov. 
Hadley, pointed out that by putting 
the matter into the hands of the Bar 


Association he would take it out of; 


the hands of Attorney General Major, 
a Democrat. Jones and Gov. Hadley 
are Republicans. 

The case against William Garen, 
charged with embezzling $27,000 from 
the St. Louis Theater Co., will come 
up in Judge Taylor’s court tomorrow. 
The theater company is owner of Hav- 
lin’s, of which Garen formerly was 
manager. The case was docketed 
after Garen had pleaded guilty, and 
Jones had recommended a parole, ex- 
plaining that the theater company 
did not wish to prosecute. Jeptha D. 
Howe, Jones’’ brother-in-law, is at- 
torney for the company. Jones 
stated that Garen has returned $14,- 
600 of the stolen money to the com- 
pany. 

When Judge Taylor questioned 
Garen, the former manager said that 
he understood he wag to be set free 
in return for restoring part of the 
money. Judge Taylor then declined 
to parole him, and Rozier Meigs, his 
lawyer, withdrew the plea of guilty. 

Jones said at that time that he 
would nolle pros. the case the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, but decided to wait 
until the day it came up regularly— 
tomorrow. The case came to the‘at- 
tention of Major and Hadley, and 
Judge Taylor and Jones went to Jef- 
ferson City to explain it to the Gov- 
ernor. It wag in consequence of this 
that Jones issued his statement ask- 
ing for investigation of him and 
Howe by the Bar Association, and 
agreed to stand aside and let Judge 
Taylor appoint a special prosecutor. 

Meigs said yesterday that he would 
ask for a change of venue for Garen, 
because the widespread publications 
about the case and Jones’ attitude 
had caused such public prejudice that 


e ewhis client could not get a fair trial.

Mrs. Ryan, who lives at 4121A McPher- 
son avenue, would not be seen last 
‘evening. Two of her children, Alfred 
G. Ryan and Mrs. Emelie Von Becken- 
dorf, are plaintiffs with her in the suit. 
Two others, John Bradford and Mary 
Frances Ryan, are minors, and, as it 
was necessary to involve them in the 
proceedings, they are named as defen- 
dants to it. 

Mrs. Ryan was. Brdatord’s only living 
sister, and will inherit all hig estate 
if she breaks the will, Under it, she

ST. LOUIS CAPITOL 
ADVOCATES MUST 


WIN IN THE HOUSE} 


They Plan to Oppose Senate Bill 
Submitting Bond Issue for Old 
Site to People. 


WALLS SAID TO BE: SOUND 


Experts Decide $50,000 Will 
Repair Damaged Structure 
for Temporary Occupancy. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.— 
Advocates of removal of the capital 
to st. Louis plan to oppose, in the 
House of Representatives, the bill in- 


-troduced by Senator Allee to submit 


the question of issuance of $3,000,000 
of bonds for a new capitol in Jef- 
ferson City to the people at a special 
election. 

William H. Davies, an attorney 
representing the Capital Removal 
Committee of St. Louis, appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendments and Permanent 
Seat of Government, and submitted 
arguments in favor of St. Louis. 

Advocates of the removal realize 
that unless the Allee bill is held up 
in the Housé, they have little oppor- 
tunity to advance the interests of St. 
Louis. 


Would Give People Chance. 

The Alle bill was reported favor- 
ably by the Senate Committee, Fri- 
day, and will come up for engross- 
ment in the Senate next week. It 


j will be opposed on the floor, probably 
j by Senator Wilson of Platte-County, 


who, while not committed to St. Louis 
as the site for the new capitol, be- 
lieves the matter should be submitted 
to the people to give them an oppor- 
tunity to say where they want the 
capital. 

The commission of experts which 
oxamined the walls of the old capitol 
decided that they were sou and 
that the old building could be re- 
paired at a cost of not more than 
$50,000, to serve as a temporary cap!- 
tol pending the erection of a new one. 

It is the present plan of the: Per- 
manent Seat of Government Commis- 
sion, composed of Gov. Hadley, At- 
torney-General Major and Secretary 
of State Roach, to cover the walls, 
put in partitions and repairs to make 
the building sufficiently strong to 
protect the State’s property and house 
the officials for three or four years. 

Would Enlarge Present Site. 

The only site in Jefferson City dis- 
cussed for the new building is com- 
posed of the present capitol grounds 
with an addeg block of ground lying 
between the present grounds and the 
hew. Supreme Court Butflding, This 
block, which members of the Legis- 
lature say Jefferson City must pur- 
chase and present to the State, if 
they vote to retain the capital in 
Jefferson City, is occupied by resi- 
dences and is owned by more than 
twenty persons, 

If this should be furnished the 
State, in case the capitol] remains here 
it would be erected on practically 
the same site as the old building, be- 
ing only a few feet farther from tne 
river. The .old building could be oc- 
cupied while. constructing the new

VOTE ON SITE AND 
BOND ISSUE URGED 


S. L. Moser, secretary of the Mis- 
sourt Direct Legislation League and 
member of the executive committee 
of the People’s League, said Saturday 
that these organizations would ad- 
vocate a vote of the people of the 
State on both the site and bond is- 
sue for the new capitol. Representa- 
tives of these organizations probably 
will go to Jefferson City to counsel 
against a too hasty passage of any 
legislation seeking to appropriate 
money for a capitol without first sub- 
mitting the question of site to a 
referendum. 

"It does not follow,” Secretary 
Moser said, “that St. Louis is to be 
the site. But in a matter of this im- 
portance nothing should be done un- 
til the will of the people has heen 
sounded. This should be done at the 
polls and ample time allowed for a 
fair discussion of sites. The organi- 
zations I represent, or at least a large 
number of our membership, have ex- 
pressed the view that these two ques- 
tions should go to the people in the 
regular election of 1912. 

“The question of the bond teaine 
election in July, a bill for which is 
pending in the Legislature, would re- 
quire a two-thirds vote of the people. 
Any town that polled even slightly 
over a third of the voters of the 
State would render such an election 
nil, and $150,000 or more would have 
been spent without accomplishing 
anything. The question of site can- 
not be decided at a special election 
since it requires a constitutional! 
amendment. At a general election, 
too, a bond issue would pass with 
a majority Vote,

Nuts and Other Things That 
Came From Christmas Trees 
of Industrial School Seized. 


FURNITURE ALSO TAKEN 


Warrant Issued for the Son of 
the Accused Former 
Superintendent. 


Nuts, identified as part of a ship- 
ment sent to the St. Louls Industrial 
School to add to the Christmas cheer 
of boys and girl prisoners, were 
found yesterday afternoon at 3811 


Utah place, the home of Robert Rich- 
ardson, a son of Allen P. Richardson, 
deposed superintendent of the school. 
BH. J. Howes, expert accountant, 
and deputy sheriffs sent with him to 
look for loot, said that they had suf- 
ficient evidence to show that the 
Christmas tree had been robbed. 
Howes obtained a search warrant 
in the Criminal Court and took two 
delivery wagons from the Industrial 
School to carry the articles which 
he believed he would find at homes 
of Richardson’s relatives. 
, Two small wagons were not equal 
to the task and later Howes hired 
furniture vans. The goods were taken 


|jto the Sheriff's office and sent to 


storerooms to be held as evidence for 
the grand jury. Circuit. Attorney 
Jones recommended the issuance of 
the search warrants. 

Warrant Is Served. 

Robert Richardson is enmbioed in 
the Auditor's office of the United 
Railways Co. He was at home when 
Howes and the deputies appeared. 
and he readily accepted service on 
the search warrant, ~ 

When the searchers found a bushel 
of nuts Richardson told them that 
his father had sent them to him and 
that he did not know that they were 
city property. Hiram Nitz, store- 
room Keeper of the Industrial School, 
a member of the searching party 
identified six cans of sardines as 
city property. He also told Howes 
that a large library table had been 
sent to Robert Richardson’s house. 

Richardson ‘said that after his 
father’s suspension the table had 
been burned.

FAVORS LAWS TO 
SAFEGUARD -AVIATION 


“Legislators are starting on a 
unique field for legislation, as I see 
that the Governor of Massachusetts 
has recommended the passage of cer- 
tain laws surrounding the flights of 
air machines and _ restrictions for 
aviators,” said “Dollar” Ingalls, chief 
instructor of the Kansas City Avia- 
tor Training Sehool of Kansas City. 

“IT am heartily in accord with any 
legislation that will safeguard the 
lives and property of the public, as 
well as the jives of aviators. That 
some aviators have proven foolhardy 
is well known, yet, to the careful 
manipulator of the flying machine 
there is no more danger than -to the 
driver of an automobile, provided, of 
course, that he is competent. 

“My first suggestion would be the 
“enactment of a law making it com- 





pulsory for all aviators to pass re 
satisfactory examination regarding 
their ability to handle aeroplanes. 


This should be a very severe examin- 
ation, for I believe that the time is 
not far off when the aeroplane craze 
will be so general that many inex- 
perienced persons will attempt to fly. 

“Only sustained flights and careful 
instruction by trained aviators will 
give the necessary experience. There 
is very little danger to public prop- 
erty and lives of pedestrians when a 
flying machine is in the air, provided, 
of course, it is in apenas of a com- 
petent aviator. 

“While in the Kast, I read that the 
Missouri Legislature was considering 
enacting a law limiting the height to 
which an aviator may go to 1000 feet | 
as well as limiting the speed of his 
jaeroplane. I do not believe this is 
feasible, as there is safety to the 
aviator and the public in both height 
and speed. When the aviator is in 
the air, he has nothing solid to sus- 
tain him and speed alone will put 
sufficient sustaining power under his 
planes. There is also safety in height. 
Flying low is dangerous, as the avia- 
tor is more. than likely to encounter 
adverse winds, caused by coming into 
contact with buildings, trees and 
other obstructions on the ground: It 
is “surprising how small an obstruc- 
tion will cause a commotion in the 
air. I can best illustrate the action 
of obstructions in the air by a. com- 
parison with water. Hold a stick in 
a rapidly running stream, and it will 
cause the water to circulate all about 
it, making innumerable ripples and 
generally disturbing the conditions. 
The same thing applies to air, when’ 
encounters an obstruction, how- 
ever slight. 

“The necessity and advisability. of 
speed in an aeroplane may be com- 
pared to the necessity of speed when 
a skater is crossing thin or “rubber” 
ice. If he moves slowly, he is sure 
to fall through the ice, while if he 
has sufficient speed, he can easily 
skate to safety. 

“T am strongly in favor of legisla- 
tion for aeroplanes, provided it is 
practical and will safeguard the lives 
and property of the public and the 
aviators.”

Wedekind and the woman were 
married in 1900. Two years later, 
he says, she asked him to deed to 
her a life interest in his estate. He 
refused, and she began, he alleges, 
a systematic course of mistreatment, 
which eventually had the effect of 
inducing him to comply with her de- 
mand. The transfer of the property 
was made in 1904 through Clara M. 
Young, a stenographer, in a St. Louis 
lawyers office.

Wedekind says his wife brought 
the deeds, which had been prepared 
by a St. Louis lawyer, for him to 
sign. His unfamiliarity with the En- 
glish language, he says, led him to 
believe he was simply conveying a 
life interest to his wife. The deeds 
were made out to Miss Young, with 
the understanding, it is alleged, that 
the property would be re-conveyed 
to Wedekind. Instead, however, the 
stenographer conveyed the property 
to. Mrs. ‘Wedekind, absolutely giving 
her full power to sell, according to 
the petition. 

The plaintiff declares that he did not 
discover the real nature of what had 
been done until his return home last 
September after a year’s absence in 
Ontario, Canada, where he had gone, 
he says, ‘at the instance of his wife, to 
invest in farming land. He found that 
his farm in Bond County had been 
rented by his wife, that she had re- 
moved from there, and had obtained a 
divorce from him in East St. Louis in 
August, 1910, and had married Antone 
Polfer three days after getting the de- 
cree. 

Was Oorresponding With Wife, 
The divorce was obtained on the 
ground of desertion. Wedekind says he 
was not served with divorce papers, al- 
though his wife knew where he was, 
and in her correspondence with him 
urged him to remain in Canada with 
his two sons by a former marriage until 
he had made a success of his farm ven- 
ture there. 

Attorney E. E. Schnepp, whi repre- 
sents the plaintiff, says that Wedekind’s 
entire fortune is represented in the 
property he seeks to recover. The wom- 
an and her present husband live in the 
Sarah street property. She has been 
collecting the monthly rents since April, 
1909.

For 
there is not a single north and south 
road in the State except in its extreme 
eastern and western borders, and there 
is not one at all that goes anywhere 
hear Jefferson City. The main lines 
traverse the Stafe from west to east, 
all except two of them giving Jefferson 
City a wide berth. 


Frisco Far Away. 

There is the Frisco system covering 
with its main line or branches nearly 
all that vast breadth of country south 
of the Missouri River, but nowhere 
touching a point within the width of 
two counties of Jefferson City. 

There is the Iron Mountain system 
linking 25 or more counties in the 
southeastern part of the State, and 
yet"its nearest line to the State cap- 


ital is go far removed from it that 


travelers in that direction are forced 
to go through St. Louis, as are those 
from the Frisco territory. 

There is the great Burlington system. 
gridironing the entire north half of 
the State, its tracks connecting 40 
counties with each other, and yet the 
Burlington Railroad, nor any branch 
of it, goes nearer to Jefferson City 
than 50 miles. 

There is the Wabash system, cross- 
ing the State from east to west, with 
numerous ramifications into many 
counties, but none reaching within the 
width of a very wide county and a 
half of the State capital. 

The Rock Island crosses the State 
a whole tier and a half of counties 
south of Jefferson City. 


Alten Near Capital. 


The Chicago & Alton, crossing the 
State from east to west, has a branch 
road south from Mexico, 50 miles to 
Cedar City, three miles north of Jef- 
ferson City, This is the only railroad, 
except the Missouri Pacific and the M., 
K. & T. which goes anywhere near 
the capital, but its connection is so 
poor, the mixed trains run so slow

The only 15 county seats from 
which it is possible to go to Jefferson 
City without changing cars are Jack- 
son, Johnson, Pettis, Moniteau, Osage, 
Gasconade, St. Louis, St. ‘Charles, 
Henry, Vernon, Callaway, Audrain, 
Cooper, Saline and Lafayette. 


An instance of the inconvenience 
caused legislators and others who go 
to the State capital on business is 
shown in the case of the representa- 
tive from Maries County. From Vien- 
na, the county seat, is a drive of ten 
miles to Freeburg on the Rock Island 
road. There the representative from 
Maries County takes the train west to 
Eldon and goes north over a branch 
of the Missouri Pacific to Jefferson 
City, an entire distance of 87 miles, 
and he is five hours in covering it. 
If the capital was in St. »e.ouls the dis- 
tance from Freeburg would be 118 
miles, but it would be covered in four 
hours, in a@ moderr crain, the time it 
takes to go the 40 miles from Eldon 
to Jefferson City on a train of freight 
cars with one passenger coach on the 
rear. 

Roundabout Route. 
the county seat of 
Franklin County, the legisator goes 
east on the Rock Island 14-miles to 
Labadie on the Missouri Pacific. There 
he waits for a train and goes west 80 
miles to Jefferson City, a whole dis- 
tance of 94 miles, requiring three and 
one-half hours to cover. If the capital 
was in St. Louis he would go without 
change of cars 60 miles in two hours. 

The case of H. J. Simmons, Repre- 
sentative from Shelby County, proves 
that the longest way round is the 
quickest way there, when the State 
capital ig the objective point. The 
shortest way from Shelbyville, the 
county seat to Jefferson City, is a 
drive to Clarence, thence to Macon 
over the Burlington, Macon -to Mob- 
erly over the Wabash, to Mexico over 
the Wabash, to Cedar City over the 
Cc. & A. and to Jefferson City by 
hack, a distance of three miles. This 
is a total distance of 100 miles. It 
requires 11 hours and four changes 
of cars with long dreary waits be- 
tween trains, for it is proverbial that 
trains on fhe Missouri branch reads 
are always behind time. 

This man could go to Jefferson 
City from his county seat, as in fact 
he and his fellow townsmen do the 
greater part of the time, by the same 
route the mails go, via St. Lovis, a 
distance of 291 miles, nearly three 
times as far, but with ;: only one 
change and in only eight hours, three 
hours’ fewer than by the -shortest 
route. If the capital was in St. Louis

It is. only 50 miles from Mexico, seat 
of Audrain County, to Jefferson City, 
but it requires a_ride of four hours by 
rail and 30 minutes by hack to get to 
the capital. From Mexico to St. Louis, 
110 miles, the time by rail, without 
change; is three hours, one and one-half 
hours less than to’ go half as far to the 
capftal, and yet this branch of the C. & 
A. from Mexico to Jefferson City is the 
only route by which three-fourths of the 
legislators 
river can reach Jefferson City, unless 
they go by way of St. Louis or Kansas 
City. 

Nearly one-third of the State of Mis- 
souri lies south of the main line of the 
Frisco Railroad, Which runs diagonally 
across the State from Springfield north- 
east to St. Louis. In that territory are 
386 of the 114 counties of the State and 
they are large counties. There is not a 
railroad reaching Jefferson City 
any point in this whole southern 
part of the State, and to reach 
Jefferson City “from any part of it one 
must come to St. Louis first and from 
there take the Missouri Pacific west 125 
miles. 

And yet nearly the whole of this ter- 
ritory is reached by direct railway lines 
from St. Louis by the Frisco, the Iron 
Mountain and other roads. 

IEven from the southwestern corner of 
the State, from Barry, Taney, Christian, 
Lawrence and Dade counties, almost 


half the width of the State west of Jef-., 


ferson City, legislators have to come 
straight east to St. Louis and then go 
due west half way across the State 
again to reach the capital. 

And all of this countermarching means 
a heavy btrden to the taxpayers, for 
the State pays each legislator 5 cents 
for every mile of railroad he travels over 
in going from his home to the capita! 
and back again. 

The legislators from 55 counties in the 
State have to come first to St. Louis 
and then double back 125 miles to Jef- 
ferson City, an aggregate of 6875 extra 
miles of travel in going to a session 
of the Legislature, and the same re- 
turning, making a total of 13,750 miles 
of extra and useless travel, costing the 
taxpayers, at 5 cents a mile, nearly $700 
for each session of the Legislature in 
mileage which would be saved if St. 
Louis was the capitai. \ 

In the north center of the State is a 
group of counties from which Jefferson 
.ity can be reached only by going west 
to Kansas City and then east over the 
Missouri Pacific. From each county in 
this group {s one or more railroad lead- 
ing straight to St. Louls without change 
of cars. 

The delay in transmission of mai) 
matter to and from Jefferson City is 
one of the serious handicaps of the 
present capital location. Between the 
capital and each town in the 
State there goes a steady — inter- 
change of business mail, lawyers send- 
ing their briefs to the Supreme Court, 
insurance agents sending their policies 
tobe registered, inquiries of all kinds,

Holbrook first conceived the 


Saving the May Department Stores Co.

ago, and he wrote to Henry Ittelson 
of the Commercial Credit and Indem- 
nity Co., financial agent for the Mays.

McKittrick then agreed to listen to a 
proposition to trade.

Memphis was literally being wiped out by the 
disease.

The Howard Association was composed of the 


= 8 flower of the city, brave men whose vow was 


_to bury the dead, nurse the sick, feed the hungry, 
and succor all those in need. It was named after 
John Howard, himself a brave man, who gave up 
hig life in 1790 in a 


Big Bridge he heard a feeble wail, and stopped 
to listen.

O be born in the obscurity of a 
comparative wilderness, to live 
isolated through girlhood from 

opportunities to study art in its high- 
er forms, even to witness its ex- 
pression, though heart-hungering for 
all that song and music bring to 
those fired with ambition to achieve 
fame assinger or Virtuoso, and then 
one day to feel one’s hand clasped 
and to feel one’s self lifted by one so 
renowned as Madame Schumann- 
Heink, might well be thought a 
mid-summer night’s dream, a tale or 
fairies. 

Yet all this has come to Madame 
Suzanne La Homa, known in private 
ife as Mrs. Horace McDaniels of 
ell Okla., who, Madame Schu- 
mann-Heink declares, has a gift of 
song that with study should make 
this Cherokee woman a singer of in- 
ternational reputatiton. 

The story of Suzanne La Homa is 
tinged with romance. It is said that 
handsomer women than those of the 
old. Cherokee Indian aristocracy mav 
not be found. 

Is there a Cherokee aristocracy? 
Bluer blood never ran in the veins 





homes. The plantations were de- 
stroyed, and their owners reduced to 
poverty. 

Fire and sword darkened the land. 
At this day, among the older Chero- 
kees there are bitter hearts because 
of the Civil War, a strife from which 
they tried to hold atoof, as an inde- 
pendent government, but in which 
fate euguifed them despite their 
struggles to escape. 

Suzanne La Homa is a daughter of 
the distinguished Cobb family, Chero- 
kees of mixed blood. Though mar- 
ried she is in the bloom and. vigor 
of young womanhood. 

When she was born, Indian Ter- 
ritory was popularly looked upon as 
the place where civilization turned a 
somersault into space. It had be- 
come the hiding place of refugees 
from the states. It was sc thinly 
settled that daring men cou!d dwell 
indefinitely in its hills and moun- 
tains without fear of molestation. 

These characters, however, warred 
mostly with their kind—white men, 
usually deputy United States mar- 
shals. The Chérokees themselves 
lived in peace and security, the in- 

truders knowing the danger of 

rousing the anger of the people 
that owned the country. 

Naturally, it may not be 
suspected that there was 
much art nor talk of art 
in Indian Territory in 
those days, save among 
the exclusive families 
whose fortunes. had 
been recuperated 
since the war. It is 
a fact, however, that 
a large general mer- 
chandising store at 
Muskogee as far 
back as the ‘80s 
maintained & 
private gallery 
of paintings 
by well-known 
artists that 
cost $40,000 to 
$50,000. It was

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Yet Suzanne La Homa had dreains 
of becoming a great singer. sne 
studied diligently, and her sweet so- 
prano voice responded beautifully to 
such instruction as limited means 
and her restricted environment 
brought within her reach. Friends 
praised her, and predicted a splendid 
future for ner. 

But this did not satisfy the aspir- 
ing little Cherokee*singer. She knew 
that outside Indian Territory was a 
great world of light and music where 
the trumpets of fame were blowiug, 


where great opera houses were thun- 
dering with the bravos of audiences 
wild with enthusiasm at the songs of 
men and women who stood bowing 
and smiling through tears of joy in a 
rain of roses; 

This was what Suzanne La Homa 
saw in her day dreams. But, alti, 
none of these happy men and wom- 
en upon whom the garlands were 
falling had achieved their success 
without patrons. And there were 
no patrons in Indian Territory. Ard 
there were no big opera houses in 
Indian Territory. In truth, Indian 
Territory had not risen above the 
“kerosene” theatrical circuit—it was 
“Deadwood Dick” and the gory glut 
of Lincoln Carter’s masterful thril- 
lers. 

Unhappily, Suzanne La Homa could 
not shake the tangled web of her 


dreams and bring down :a shower of (ed, and all newspapers were 


gold—she was poor in purse, how- 
ever rich she might be in voice and 
ambition. The days grew gray with 
waiting, and finally aespair ‘walked 
beside her. 

Then something happened, some- 
thing so glorious in the life of ou- 
zanne La Homa that if she were 
standing at this hour the prima don- 
na at a premier opera performance 
in Milan the happiness of the moment 
would be slight compared with the 
rapture of that other moment. The 
local newspaper announced—this was 
about four years ago—that Madame 
Schumann-Heink was coming to 
Muskogee in concert. 

There was doubt that this could 
be true. No singer like |Madame 
Schumann-Heink had ever ventured 
into Indian Territory, save to pass 
through on a swiftly moving train in 
the luxury of a private car. 

But Madame Schumann-Heink did 


‘come to Muskogee, the same gener. 


ous, warm-hearted, sympathetic 
Madame Schumann-Heink beloved in 
the capitals of Europe no less than 
in America. Withcfear and trembting 
Suzanne La Homa embarked upvun a 
Caring enterprise. She would go and 
ask Madame Schumann-Heink to re- 
ceive her—yes, to hear her sing, and 
tell her if it was worth while to 
make the strugzle. 

The great contralto stretched out 
her hands in welcome to the little 
Cherokee woman. She embraced her, 
possibly because of the peculiar 
beauty and winsomeness of Suzanne 
La Homa, in whose cheeks the darker 
strain of the Cherokee had mingled 
with the pink and white of the Cau- 
Casian; whose eyes were black and 
brilliant, whose hair hung over her 
face like smoke, and whose lips, 
slightly pouting, wem red as cher- 
ries. Suzanne must sing for madame. 

Suzanne ‘could scarcely stand or 
breathe, and her throat—alas, her 
throat, was as if she had inhaled the 
heat of the desert. Suzanne trembled. 
and Madame smiled. Madame knew 
the symptoms and the cause, and she 
knew the remedy—kindness. 

When Suzanne began singing she 
felt as if she were singing for an old 
friend. Madame Schumann-Hein 
heard the Cherokee woman tothe end 
of her song, and then took the tearful 
cheeks between her hands and toid 
her that she had a wonderfully beau- 
tiful voice, but a voice without train- 
ing. Did Madame advise further ef- 
fort? She did. 

Suzanne La Homa’s little head 
whirled with happiness. Then Su- 
zvanne La Homa, perbaps next day, 
was lifted into the sky by a fairy 
godmother — Madame  Schumann- 
Heink asked Suzanne to go with her 
to Eurone where she'could get prop- 
er training. 

That wit a white day in the Chero- 
kee country for all that knew S§Su- 
zanne Li; Homa. So Suzanne went 
away with madame, and the two 
crossed the sea and settled in Berlin. 
Suzanne was two years with madame. 
and in many Chero’ee homes are 
photographs sent from Berlin show- 
ing Suzanne and Madame sitting in 
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ZIEM, the veteran- painter, 

MI gives a picturesque account in 

®*the Annals of Paris of the in- 

spiration sought by Chopin for the 

composition of his famous “Funeral 

March,” afterward inserted in his 
piano sonata in b flat minor. 

M. Ziem, who is now aged 90, re- 
lates that when little more than a 
boy, after a dinner party in a friend’s 
studio he had the idea in a fit of 
high spirits to bring from a cup- 
board a skeleton. -The Prince. de 
Polignac,. who was of the party, in- 
sisted on placing the skeleton on a 
music stool and guiding the bones 
of the fingers over the keys of the 
piano. This was in the romantic 
"30's, and the savor of the exploit 
was much appreciated. 

Not long after Chopin called on 
M. Ziem, “to seek respite after an 
appalling night passed in a struggle 
with ghosts that had stroked him, 
had twined round him and sought 
to entice him to the underworld.” 
The recital of hig nightmares re- 
calle@d to M. Ziem the piano per- 
formance by the skeleton and the 
Prince de Polignac. 

Chopin shuddered; then he asked 
“Have you a skeleton?” M. Ziem 
had not, but promised to obtain one 
that very evening.

“Then,” he goes on, “what had 
been only a frolic became something 
grand, agonizing, terrible. Pale, his 
eyes burning with fever, Chopin 
wrapped himself in a long winding 
sheet and as he sat at the piano held 
against his bosom the sk« :eton, the 
specter of his sleepless nigits. 

“In the lugubrious silence the 
notes steamed from the piano, broad- 
ly, slowly, overwhelmingly—an un- 
imagined music — the ‘Funeral 
March.’ It was created there before 
our eyes, and it dragged our souls 
into unholy rhythm. 

“Then the strains died down. We 
rushed toward Chopin. He had put 
forth so prodigious an effort that 
we thought he had fainted in his 
winding sheet.”

Then tragedy stalked across the 
path of Suzanne La Homa. The night 
before her appearance, her brother. 
Benjamin Cobb, was waylaid an‘ 
murdered in the streets of Musxo 
gee by unknown persons. Friends 
decided that Madame La Homa 
should. not be told of the tragedy 
until after the performance, as 
friends had come from many towns 
to hear her sing. 

Her apartments were closely guard- 
kept 
from her. She was taken to the thea- 
ter in a closed carriage. . 

Peering out from behind the cur- 
tain Madame La Homa gazed intent- 
ly at a vacant box, and = asked: 
“Where are my mother and my sis- 
ter? What has befallen them? They 
promised to be here, and I cannot 
sing if they do not come.” 

She was told that her mother was 
slightly ill. There was no time for 
further inquiry, the bell having rung. 
The curtain went up, and Susaune 
was bowing to her friends. The 
audience stood to its feet. 

Each person knew of the tragedy, 
and that Suzanne was in fgnorance 
of it. The audience shifted uneasily 
when Suzanne, all unconscious of the 
coincidence, sang, ‘“‘He Is Gone, Gone, 
Forever, Forever, Forever,’ Bem- 
berg’s Hindoo song, portraying a 
woman’s sorrow over the death of 
the man she loved. 

An old friend of the Cobb family. 
Dr. F. B. Fite, was waiting at her 
hotel when the singer returned to he: 
apartments. She ran to meet him, 
overjoyed at her success, and asked 
— if he was pleased with her sing- 
ng. 

Dr Fite filled with emotion. placed 
his arm around Suzanne and accom- 
panied her to her apartment, telling 
her as best he could how she had de- 
lighted her friends. He shrank from 
the ordeal that awaited her. 

Suzanne’s husband was bes‘de her 
when Dr. Fite falteringly told of the 
brother that lay cead and. of the 
mother and sister weeping beside his 
body. With a moan Suzanne sank 
to the floor unconscious. When she 
revived she asked to be taken to her 
mother. The cup of gladness that 
had been raised to the lips of the 
Cherokee singer: changed to one of 
Litterness and sorrow. 

In the months that have followed, 
Madame La Homa has been singing in 
concerts, preparatory to going abroad 
and finishing her muis-cal education. 
Everywhere the Cherokees have 
thronged to hear her. 

At Talequah, the old tribal capital 
of the Cherokees, established when 
they first came

ritory, many 
in the audi- 
ence were full. 
blood Chero 
kees, unable 
to speak or 
understand 
English. But 
they could 
feel the sweet- 
ness of song, 
and they were 
proud of this 
woman of 
their blood 
and tribe. 
Madame La 
oma is the 
first Cherokee 
to gain such 
praise as a 
singer and it 
has been pro- 
posed that she 
be made the 
beneficiary of- 
a sum o f. 
money to be 
contributed by 
her people to 
assist her in 
her studies 
abroad. This 
proposal has 
not taken def- 
inite form. 

It is the 
ambition of 
Madame La 
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Homa to dis- 
tinguish  her- 
self as. .& 
Cherokee, by 
intrepeting the songs of her people. 
The Cherokees have a written lan- 
guage, devised by Sequoyah, that 
easily expresses every sound used in 
speaking the Cherokee language. 

Seqnoyah, known as the Cherokee 
Cadmus, was a man of limited educa- 
tion, vet he became convinced that 
he eculd reduce the Cherokee tongue 
t» a written language. He listened 
int“ntly to every sound of the spoke 
langnage, and ‘or each sound = i: 
formed an arbitrary character, a 
total of 86. 

A tribal newspaper was printed in 
these characters, as were all the of- 
ficial docyments of the Cherokees, 
and every child was taught to read 
and write it. The result was that 
the Cherokees are probably the most 
literate people in the world. few of 
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HEINK 

them, even the most isolated full- 
bloods, being unable readily to read 
and write in Cherokee. There are 
innumerable songs in Cherokee, and 
a number of native airs. These Mad- 
ame La Homa would present to the 
publie. 

It is hard for Madame La Homa tc 
escape the burdens that rest wpor 
many of the older Cherokee families. 
In other days there were bitter feuds 
in which her family as well.as others 
were involved. 

The proud Cherokees were quick to 
resent insults, and once embroiled, 
lives were sacrificed. In one of these 
feuds one of her uncles siew his 
antagonist and was sentenced to a 
federal prison for life. To secure bis 
freedom, Madame La Homa went to 
Washington several months ago and 


interceded with President Taft for 
the pardon of her unele. Prasident 
Taft withheld his clemency. 
Madame Schumann-Heink has not 
forgotten her Cherokee protege. The 
great contralto came to Oklahoma on 
a-concert tour about two months ago, 
and sang in Muskogee. 


Madame La Homa alternated with 
her on the program, and sing with 
her. This delighted the friends of 
Madame La Homa beyond measure, 
and Madame Schumann-Heink was 
tendetéd a public reception, at which 
she expressed the greatest interest 
in. the people of tuis Southwestern 
country, which she said had’ much 
charm for her. 





Madame Schumann-Heink has im-

Reasons Why the Sun Is a Bad Timekeepe 


By Prof. S. Alfred Mitchell of 
Columbia University.

meant when in the daytime a 
nine out of every hundred would an- 
swer that at exactly that hour .the 
noon.

Due to the annual revolution of the 
earth about the sun the sun appears 
to move continuously eastward 
among the stars, completing a jour- 
ney once a year. The sun moves 
in what is called the “ecliptic,” and 
its motion is from the west to east 
among the stars. This apparent an- 
nual. motion of the sun has veiy 
important consequences, Let wus 
consider those only that refer to 
time. 

Imagine a sun and a star on the 
meridian together at noon on a cer 
tain day. One complete revoluticn 
of the earth on its axis would bring 
the earth's meridian back to the 
star, and a sidereal day would have 
elapsed. In this interval of time 
the sun has apparently moved east- 
ward among the stars, and it is 
necessary for the earth to rotate a 
little further on itg axis to overtake 
the sun, bring it out on the meridian 
ahd complete the solar day. Hence 
sidereal days are each shorter than 
solar days. 

As the sun completes its journey 
in a year, it crosses the meridian 
one time less in a year than does & 
star, and with respect to the sun 
the stars gain one revolution, and 
hence in a year there are 365% solar 
days, but 366% sidereal days. Conse. 
quently it is readily seen that in

“Whereas in 1899 there were 91,261 horses in 
aris, the 1910 census shows that the number 
a® dwindled to 75,463. About one-half of the

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BIRDS’ NESTS THAT ARE GOOD T 


EARLY every boy and girl who studies 
N geography learns that the Chinese think 
that soup made from nests of birds is a 
great table delicacy. Many children wonder at 
this, seeing that the birds’ nests in our own 
country are anything but palatable, writes Anna 
Billings Gallup in the Museum News There 
are, however, plenty of birds’ nests good to eat, 
and the Children’s Museum in Bedford Park, 
Brooklyn, now hag on view two of these re- 
markable structures, with the even more re- 
markable little birds that make them. 

These tiny creatures of the air belong to the 
swift family and are related to our chimney 
swift, although they are called swiftiets because 
of their small size. They are only three inches 
long ahd their outstretched wings scarcely ex- 
ceed seven inches. In color they the brownish- 
black above, with green and purple metallic 
reflections, and brownish below, mixed and 
flecked with white. The wide, short mouth 
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characteristic of the swiftlet as of its American 
cousin. 

They breed in limestone caves, very numerous 
in their part of the worid, the famous Simud 
Puttin or White Cave of Northern Borneo shelt- 
ering countless thousands. This cave is jointly 
and_yet alternately used by swiftlets and bats, 
the mamals lodging there by day and the birds 
by night. 

The nests are firmly attached to the walls, 
many hundreds in a single cayern in remote 
recesses where the light never penetrates. They 
are formed chiefly of mucus, which is secreted 
hy the large salivary glands in the throats of 
the birds, and when dry looks like isinglass 
The nests of pure mucus are of first quality 
and command a high price. These are 
up in packets with strips of rattan, and general- 
ly weigh one catty, or one and one-third pounds.
